The prior art of record does not teach or suggest individually or in combination a network node 
discovering method based on Cisco Discovery Protocol, which begins by selecting a first node 
that is responsive to the Cisco Discovery Protocol (see paragraphs 20-21 of the specification for 
more details of the protocol). The so discovered nodes are called CDP nodes or CDP type of 
nodes. By properly seeding any known CDP node in the network and requesting information 
contained in a management information base (MIB) regarding additional CDP nodes, the method 
is able to recursively exploring the neighboring nodes of same node type in real time in a 
network containing nodes of various types, resulting in a set of CDP type of nodes and display 
the same.
